Src. 3. The said grantecs shall after the completion of

An Act to provide for the removal of the county scat of Marquette county.

The people of the State of Wisconsin represented in
Scnate and Assembly, do enact as follows :

Seerron 1. That at the annual town meeting tobe held
in the county of Marquctte on the first Tuesday of April,
A. D. 1852, the legal voters of eaid county chall be and
are hereby authorized to vote for the removal of the county
seat of said county, to the village of Montello in said coun-
ty; and if a majority of all the votes cast on that subject
at such town mecting shall be in favor of such removal of
said evunty seat to said village of Montello, then said vil-
lage of Montelio shall be the permanent county seat of said
county.

See. 2, If a majority of all the votes cast on that sub-
ject shall not be in favor of such removal of said county
seat to said village of Montello, then it ghall be lawtul for
the legal voters ol said county of Marguette to vote on the
first Monday of Septemberin the vear 1532, for the remo-
val of the counuty seat of said county to the village of Prin-
ceton in said county, and the votes cast on the subject of
guch removal of said county seat on suid first Monday of
September, shall be received by the inspectors of elections
in the several towus of said county, at polls to be opened
by them for that purpose atthe places where the polls of
